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New Kids on the Block: 
the Australian Soccer Association. 


Soccer Australia is dead, the Australian Soccer Association (ASA) has risen ‘ 
from the ashes, The ASA will be ushered in on the back of a much-publicised $15 
million grant from the Federal Government ASA chairman Frank Lowy Is expect 
ed to make an official announcement this week regarding the relationship between 
the newly formed ASA the future of our national competition 

Lowy,s ASA has received the approval of FIFA, with new corporate sponsorship 
pending upon a predicted renascence In soccer to take place over the next 

two years. Lowy sees a national competition as playing a key role In the 

future of the Australian game 


Lowy has made clear that his devotion to 3 viable and competitive Socceroos 
brand {s complimented by his enthusiasm for the creation of a vibrant 

national competition. If you contemplate the qualities required to lead the sport 
at this time, he has them all, Former national team manager echoes the public sup- 
port for Lowy and his board, the ABC dubbing Lowy as ‘a man born to rule’ 


Australla,s second richest man was present at the National Soccer League,s 
conception in 1977, fathering it for ten long years before being disillusioned by 
the politics that have plagued our game. 


While the exact format and structure of the league Is yet to be disclosed, 
ASA spokesperson, Richard Johnson has confirmed speculation that the new 
national competition will be an independent body to the ASA, 


Until the new body Is officially formed, present NSL clubs will not be 
members of the ASA. Present NSL club licence holders must reapply for ASA 
membership and Involvement within the proposed national competition. 


Ironically, It was speculated that Lowy,s decision to leave the board In the 
late CE8O,s was in protest of NSL dependence upon the national body. 


As Issues of broadcasting rights and corporate sponsorship remain 
speculative, Australian soccer fans have renewed faith in the man 
championing autonomy of the NSL. 


Mr Lowy stated that his personal objective for soccer was to create the 
structure and environment for the game to flourish. ‘It will be a long road, 
and there will be many bumps, but at least we are now on the road’. 


It seems that Frank Lowy may indeed be the heralded Soccer Saviour, our 
national competition has been waiting for.
